You should avoid them anytime that you can. Some palm trees are too tall and 
they need to get out of the bucket and hike up to do the trimming, however, to 
trim normal size or small size palm trees they should not use the climbing spikes. 
I recommend you use a company that has aerial towers to do the work. Hope 
that helps.
